FOUR DAYS’ MEETING IN WESTFIELD. 

The 21 Baptist Church in Westfield, Mass, held a four

| congregation was unusually large, yet about twenty pre- 
| sented themselves on the anxious seats for pravers, and it 
| is not doubted that a number more are deeply impressed. 
‘The ministering brethren who assisted on the occasion, 
were H. Archibald, of West Springfield, A. M. Smith, 
A. Day, and J. Childs, of Westfield, B. Putnam and N. 
Branch, of Springfield, A. Clark, of Russell, A. Todd, of 
Chesterfield, J. F. Bridges, of Southwick, and S, Root, of 
Granville. ‘This people are destitute of a settled pastor ; 
they much need, and are wishing to obtain one. <A cir- 
| cumstance occurred on the second day, which created the 
iveliest interest. A discourse was delivered, founded on 
| the words, “ Behold I stand at the door and knock,” &c. 

As the condition of Christ entering the heart, the preach- 
er insisted that lukewarm Christians should remove ava- 
rice, pride, and sensuality. At the close, a ministering 
brother rose, and remarked, that many prayers had been 
offered on that and the preceding day, that Christ would 
come into the assembly and hearts of his people, and that 
now in the providence of God, the conditions on which 
he would enter the hearts of professors were fairly pre- 
sented, and proposed that the question be put, whether 
they would comply or not. 

This was very unexpected to professors ; they expected 
sinners would be called on that day, but did not think of 
themselves, and some manifested a wish that the question 
might be waived; assigning as reasons that they could 
eject these intruders as well without rising as with, and 
that they had virtually taken such a stand when they pro- 
fessed religion. They were reminded that when the anx- 
ious should be called on to take the seats, they with as 
much propriety, might say “they could seek the salva- 
tion of their souls without rising, and, perhaps, that they 
had made such resolutions before.” There was no disput- 
ing, but it was deliberated on a full half hour; and it as- 
sumed a deeper interest every moment. One brother 
vegged that no professor would be under the influence of 
another in rising; and another arose and said, the question 
should be distinctly understood, and referred to the sacri- 
fices that would be called forin money, time, dress, furni- 
ture, carriages, luxuries ef the board, &c. The large 
number of professors present, appeared to be tried ina 
high degree, and the meeting became solemn as the house 
of death. The question was put, and about two thirds of 
the professors arose, while the remainder bowed their 
heads to the seats, overwhelmed in tears. A ministering 
brother remarked very properly, that while he deeply re- 
gretted that they were unwilling to comply with the con- 
ditions, he must applaud the honesty of their hearts.

Nature, 
under al! circumstances, was meant to be improv- 
ed by human care; it is unnatural to leave it to 
itself: and the traces of art are never unwelcome 
except when it defeats the purposes and refuses 
to follow the suggestions of nature.

In an account of a Revival in his parish bya Village Pastor, 
published in the N. Y. Observer, we find the following incident :— 

A little boy about five years of age, who by 
hearing his teacher pray in her school, had com- 
mitted to memory one of lier petitions, said to his 
mother, “* Will you teach me to pray, just as Mrs. 
W—- does?” What prayer, said his mother, 
shall Iteach you? “Our Father?” “ Not that,” 
responded the child: “What then,” replied the 
mother: “Now I layme downto sleep?” No, 
not that,” rejoined the boy, “I will tell you.” 
He then kneeled down in her presence, and with 
apparent devotion said, * O Lord, have mercy on 
these little children.” The words carried con- 
viction to his mother’s heart. She began to re- 
fleet how she had neglected the means of grace. 
The dying advice of her pious mother, which she 
had never followed, and had almost forgotten, 
arose fresh to her mind, and the inquiry soon 
broke from her lips, “ What must I do to be sav- 
ed?” Her husband, who sat by when the child 
was thus engaged, and who had been remarkable 
for his neglect of every thing of a serious nature, 
could not refrain himself from tears: though he 
fourd means to banish the impression, until the 
conversion of his wife, when, unable to resist the 
influence which Heaven was bringing so nigh to 
him, he was melted into contrition for sin, and 
was soon seen standing by her side rejoicing in 
Christian hope, Thus those divine truths which 
were seldom heard from the lips of the preacher, 
came to them through another channel, from the 
honest and simple and eloquent lips of infancy, 
verifying that Scripture, “ Out of the mouth of 
babes and sucklings hast thou ordained strength.”
